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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.182, filed January 3, 2005, requesting issuance 
of a duplicate Letters Patent for the above-identified patent. 

The petition is dismissed because it lacks the required petition fee pursuant to 37 CFR 1.17(f). 

Effective December 8, 2003, the fee for a petition under 37 CFR 1.182 was increased to $400. Any 
fee amount paid on or after December 8, 2004, must be paid at the revised amount.
